The Unusual Ceremony oil the 


Inauguration of 


the Flags. 


SPECIAL DISPATCH TO BAROJf FAVA. 


A Unique Event. A Concert with Some 


Excellent Features and Some Things 


to be Condemned. The Stirring 


Address By Dr. Roversl. 


The Italian Mutual Aid society of this 


city and Italian residents of this city and 
county did themselves honor last night in 
their first event, the celebration of the 
inauguration of the society's flags. Tho 
exercises and entertainment, with the 
one exception of the work of Miss Bell 
Gold, were'of high order and creditable 
to the organization. The teaching of Dr. 
Rovers! was elevating, the music was 
cheering and touching and the songs were 
emotional and lively. The event was one 
of importance to this community. 
It 


showed what a people not held in the 
highest estimation by the ordinary citizen 
can do. The whole attendance was most 
orderly, highly appreciative and in ap- 
pearance equal to many gatherings that 
have filled from time to time the public 
halls of this place. 
Of conrse there 


were indications of national characteris- 
tics, but the successful attempts at con- 
forming to American customs proved the 
dominating idea of the people. If there 
were mistakes at lost night's event it is 
pleasant to know they were mistakes for 
which the people under whose auspices 
the event occurred were not responsible. 
And if there were mistakes for which 
they were responsible they could be easily 
pardoned, for it was a first event by a 
heretofore unorganized and to some ex- 
tent ostracised people. This city should 
encourage the Italian Mutual Aid society 
as far as possible, for it is evident its aims 
are to higher citizenship and the advance- 
ment of the nationality which makes np 
its membership. 


Before the hour for the exercises to 


commence the society had a 
parade 


headed by the band of the Columbia 
Musical society of this city. 
The band 


men were in new uniform, and were bril- 
liant in their dark blue and gold. 
The 


band gave an open air concert in front of 
Odd Fellows hall in which the exercises 
were held and some minutes before 8 
o'clock went into the hall. The hall was 
tastefully decorated. It was hung with 
bunting of Italian and American national 
colors and flags of these nations were 
arranged on the walls. Roses were part 
of the decorations and they were placed 
to the best advantage. 


When the hour for the commencement 


of the ceremony arrived the hall was 
pretty well filled. The orchestra from 
New York rendered several selections and 
n a few minutes the curtain rolled up. 
There was then upon the stage the Amer- 
ican Italian and national fiaga and A*nnm- 
ber of members of the Aid society. Presi- 
dent John Corslglia said a few 'words of 
welcome and introduced the godfather 
and godmother of the flags, Miss Gtmdella 
of Adams and John F. Costa of Pittsfleld. 
Miss Gandella made, an oration in Italian 
Mr. Costa, godfather of the American 
flag, spoke in English. Miss Oandella's 
were expressions of loyalty to Italy and 
Mr. Costa's were concerning the eternal' 
relationship that it was hoped would exist 
between the United States and Italy. 
When these speakers finished the flags 
were raised from their stands and there- 
after borne by men. 


The orchestra then played a few 


strains of "Marching Through Geor- 
gia" and 
President Corsiglia intro- 


duced Dr. L. Eoverai, editor of 111 
Progresso Italic—Americano, of New 
York, the leading Italian newspaper of 
America. The doctor was the orator of 
of the evening and spoke eloquently, cal- 
ling forth much applause and stirring his 
bearers to enthusiasm at times. He spoke 
of the great benefits of a mutual aid so- 
ciety and then considered the proper at- 
titude of tbe Italian in America to his 
adopted country. He went into the his- 
tory of benevolent societies and pointed 
out that the society under whose auspices 
he had the honor to speak had its origin 
in the middle ages and was then but a 
kind of trade's union. He urged high re- 
spect for American laws and conformity 
to American customs, and showed the 
great desirability of being American citi- 
zens. The glory of Italy engaged his at- 
tention for some time and he then refer- 
ed very patriotically to the defensive war- 
fare being carried on in Africa by loyal 
Italians with Abyssinians. He hoped the 
the society would send to Baron Fava at 
Washington, D. C., a telegram expressing 
its sentiment regarding this struggle. 


The doctor of course spoke in Italian 


and was loudly cheered. Late in tbe 
night a telegram of which the following is 
a translation was penned and sent to 
Washington:

Italian Ambassador, 


Washington, D. C. 


"The Italian Mutual Aid society of 


North Adams, Mass., celebrating the in- 
auguration of the society's flags, sends to 
the Italian soldiers heroically fighting for 
the honor of their country in Africa their 
best wishes with hope that their arms will 
be crowned with victory." 


The orchestra played Garibaldis march 


at the conclusion of the doctor's remarks 
and then rendered Margherita, composed 
by A. Camera, director of the musical so- 
ciety. This was followed by an overture, 
"Colombo," by the same author, a very 
pleasing composition which was finely 
rendered* Mr. Camera directed the or- 
chestra, and it responded to applause. 


Then G. Bantoro appeared and sang with 


some dramatic effect "Ballo in Maschero," 
Verdi, with orchestra accompaniment.

The trio was taken to Pittsfleld 
on the noon train today, where they will 
await trial Wednesday morning, when 
tbe charge of larceny will probably be 
preferred against then-.

IS THE COUNTRY FAIR IN DANGER? 


A discussion seems to be going on in 


Massachusetts as to the life and survival 
of the country fair. Has it had its day 
and ceased to be T is the question that is 
agitating its friends and advocates. 


In his address to the Bay State Agilent 


tural society President French said, in 
reference to the last fair held by the or- 
ganization, that "in dollars and cents the 
exhibition did not pay, and yet every- 
thing was done that a joint committee 
(with all the experience of other fairs) 
of both societies could do to make it a 
success;" yet It proved that "the people, 
however, for whom the fair was gotten 
op and for whose benefit it was largely 
inaugurated did not respond in the num- 
bers expected." He therefore suggested 
that the question of another fair deserved 
consideration, and he said: 


"The question arises, are the people 


tired of fairs, or what is the matter? Our 
condition is not peculiar. The same cry, 
lack of attendance, Has gone up from 
other societies in different parts of the 
country. Either the fair business Is being 
overdone, or else the people want some- 
thing in its place, which, perhaps, we 
have not yet discovered. What is It? 
The society which finds that out, will, 
for a time at least, be successful. The 
agricultural fair to be successful nowa- 
days must either have a surplus in the 
treasury to meat deflcienoles.or have state 
aid, or else go into the circus business and 
become a competitor with the dime 
museum." 


This is Indeed a gloomy view of the 


country fair's status, and taken by high 
authority. Has It come to this, that our 
fairs must be veritable side shows or trav- 
eling variety theatres in order to survive? 


We don't believe it. We cannot draw 


any such conclusion from local history. 
The people of this town, for instance, yet 
desire once a year to see an "old- 
fashioned" country fair, where the farmer 
and stock-breeder and manufacturer anc 
merchant and housewife may show their 
wares. And they do not want this annua 
exhibit degraded by the cheap and flashy 
"attractions" of the city bummer. This 
fact was very strongly emphasized in this 
city last fall. 


If the country fair in Massachusetts is 


in danger of going ont, it is because the 
real country fair has ceased to be. It has 
become too "city-fled." People do no 
like this tendency. When they go to 
country fair they want to go to a country 
fair. 


Here in North Adams, if onr fair men 


keep up a country fair—the real, genui 
article—there are enough people here in 
the shops and mills and stores who wil 
be only too glad onee a year to go out to 
our fair grounds and see what th 
''country" has to show. And these, with 
the countryfolk who come to town oil 
that occasion always, will assure suppor 
to onr fair association. 


No, we are not ready to believe that the 


country fair, one of the most enjoyable 
institutions of our old New England, i 
yet doomed. We believe that the sent: 
ment of the people of Massachusetts in 
this matter, if expressed, would be 
"Long live the country fair."

The matter of the street railway exten- 


sion beeomes simpler and more certain 
everyday. It has long been understood 
by the general public that the Boston and 
Albany Railroad company had refused 
the Hoosao Valley Street Railway com- 
pany permission to oross the track at 
Park street. This proves upon investiga- 
tion to be a .misunderstanding, as the rail- 
road officials state they have never made 
such refusal and in fact have never been 
approached on the subject. 
Thus it 


would seem that the street railway peo- 
ple have remained south of the bridge 
wholly of their own volition and tbe real 
state of affairs bus not been iairly repre- 
sented. The charter gives permission to 
the company to ran cars to Maple Grove 
and the Boston and Albany company has 
no say in the matter whatever. The 
state railway commissioners must deter- 
mine whether the track will run over tbe 
bridge or south of it and set the exact 
place, but beyond that there is nothing to 
be done except to have the selectmen de- 
mand the extension and make the com- 
pany comply or revoke the charter. 
The matter is ripe now and if anything is 
to be done, the best plan is to go at it at 
onoe, instead of laboring under another 
miscomprehension for another six or 
eight years.

In Tl'O course of his bnslntna operations 


Mr. Amos had endorsed a $5000 note for 
his son-in-law. Both being well-known 
men, 
Mr. Morris hud very little difficulty 


in getting notes discounted with the 
name of Mr. Ames a» an endorser. Ho 
was thus enabled to use notes to the 
amount of $7.>,000, as indicated above. 
They were widely distributed, so that none 
of the men or banks will suffer any largo 
Individual loss. 


Mr. Morris was 51 years of age, and was 


Widely and Favorably Known 


In Boston. He was originally of the firm 
of Morris & Ireland, aafa dealers. 
After 


this firm was dissolved he formed the E. 
C. Morris Safe company, but was forced 
to retire from the management about one 
year ago. He has always been a man of 
correct habits, pleasant and popular in a 
large circle of friends. 


His downfall was due to a common 


cause—speculation. Before he left tho B. 
0. Morse Safe company he began to spec- 
ulate, and during the past year that dan 
fterous business was his solo occupation. 


He probably lost most or all of the $7t,- 


000 In speculation, as it is not believed that 
he had much money when he fled. An ex- 
amination of his affairs has shown that 
he owes $150.000, much of it to personal 
friends. 


Thus a man who had a large business, 


a good income and considerable property 
has not only lost it through speculation, 
but his losses led to crime and the loss of a 
reputation which can never be regained. 


Sentiment pf Boston Reformers. 


BOSTON, Jan. IS.—The Massachusetts 


Reform club, met last night and heard sev- 
eral addresses on the Monroe doctrine.

WASHIXGTON, Jan. IS.—Representative 
livingstou of the foreign affairs com- 


mittee, who is keeping a close watch of 
all developments in the Venezuelan com- 
ilieatlon, says he has no doubt of the 
;ruthfulness of the report that the British 


ua squadron were hurrying toward 


Jermuda and would go from there to 
Venezuela. 


"I knew these facts the other day," says 
jlvlngston. "when I offered ray reiolu- 
ion directing the president to check Brit- 
sh advance and compel the withdrawal of 
their re-enforcements of the Venezuelan 
outposts. I tried to so inform the house, 
but Boutelle obj30ted. The squadron will 
convey an offer to Crespo of 3,000,000 or 
!,000,000 in gold for the disputed territory. 
Uy information is trustworthy." 
At the navy department no authentic 


confirmation or denial of this report of the 
lying squadron's movements can be ob- 
tained, but should the story prove true, It 
s not unlikely that the North Atlantic 
squadron would take a cruise in southern 
waters. 


A Far-Rcachlng Resolution. 


The resolution drawn by Senator Davis, 


anil adopted by the senate ^committee on 
foreign relations yesterday, will prove to 
» A clear and strong enunciation of the 
Monroe doctrine when Its text is made 
public. It is a more forceful declaration 
;han any that has been introduced In con- 
gress on this subject, and Its terms are so 
explicit that they cannot be misunder- 
stood. 


The maintenance of the Monroe doc- 


trine, asset forth in the resolution, is held 
to be vital to the welfare of this country 
and the countries of the American couti 
nent. The doctrine, it is asserted, is now 
In force, and lias been in force ever since 
It was established by President Monroe. 
The resolution declares it to mean that 
the acquisition by purchase, aggression or 
otherwise'of any territory on the Ameri- 
can continent Is an unfriendly act, and 
such acquisition will not be permitted by 
the United States. 
i 


The most Important feature Is that | 


which touches upon a new phase of the 
Venezuelan question: The report that 
England and Venezuela may reach nn 
agreement, and that English money will 
settle the boundary dispute. The resolu- 
tion declares that in case boundary dis- 
putes on the American continent between j 
foreign governments aud American gov- I 
ernments. are decided by arbitration, i 
agreement, purchase, or lu any manner i 
whatever, the United States shall be the 
Bole judge as to whether the Monroe doc- 
trine has been violated in such arbitration 
or agreement. 


In fact, it means that arbitration or 


agreement between foreign governments 
and governments on the American conti- 
nent as to boundary disputes cannot be- 
come binding or effective unless sanc- 
tioned by thci United States, and 'that this 
government is satisfied that no part of the 
American continent has been ceded to a 
foreign power by such arbitration or agree- 
ment. This practically makes the United 
States the arbitrator between foreign gov- 
ernments and those of the American con- 
tinent in all boundary disputes. 


This portion of tho resolution' ts con- 


sidered most important and far-reaching 
In its effects. It causes misapprehension 
among some members of the committee, 
and it is claimed that it may lead to many 
entanglements. On the other hand, the 
supporters of the resolution say that it 
leaves everything lu the hands of the 
United States where the final decision 
should be, and that the United States will 
Interfere only when the Monroe' doctrine 
has been violated. 


Long Discussion Knded* 


The house yesterday passed the pension 


appropriation bill, to the consideration of 
which it has devoted the entire week, and 
then adjourned until Monday. Mr. Bart- 
lett (Dem., N. Y.) raised points of order 
against all new legislation proposed in the 
way of amendments, such as that looking 
to make a pension a "vested right," etc., 
and Mr. Dingley (Me.), who was in the 
chair, sustained them. In this way tho 
clause in the bill changing existing law 
so as to allow widows to obtain pensions 
under the act of 18SK), whose net incomes 
did not exceed (500 per annum, wasstricken 
out. Mr. Bartlett, however, did not raisa 
the point against the provisions making 
pensions under the act of 1390 rejected, 
suspended or dismissed and afterward al- 
lowed to date from their first application. 
It was announced in the debate that 


bills covering the -amendments ruled out 
yesterday would be reported from the In- 
valid pensions committee. The pension 
bill as passed carried $141,325,830, about 
150,000 less than the estimate, The bill 
was passed 60 days ahead of any previous 
pension appropriation bill. 


The president yesterday aent a message 


to congress "to Invite attention to tho 
necessity of prompt legislation in order to 
remove the limitation of the time within 
•which suits may be brought by the govern- 
ment to annul unlawful of unauthorized 
grants of public lands." 


~Allen to Step Out 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The disagree- 


ment between the co-pastors of the First 
Presbyterian church. Rev. Dr. Talmage 
and Rev. Adolos Allen, has been settled 
by the church calling for Mr. Allen's res- 
ignation. The church will honor the recent 
contract tor Mr. Allen's services up to 
Got. 1 next, but In order to avoid future 
complications he has been asked to tender 
his resignation as early as practicable. 
Dr. Talmage will now hold forth twice on 
Sundays. 


Frank Uwler Dead. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18. — Ex-Congressman 


Frank Lawler died of apoplexy yesterday. 
He had been active In local politics for a 
quarter of a century, and was a prominent 
candidate for the office of postmaster of 
Chicago three years ago. 


Thieves' Queer Hiding Plata. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Some time be- 


tween 9 o'clock and midnight the rooms ol 
some of the members of the Calumet dull 
wen burglariously entered and jewelry 
and diamonds valued at about $5000 wera 
stolen. Roundsman Ouider subsequently 
found nearly all the missing articles lolled 
up in an old handkerchief and stuffed in a 
corner of the public lavatory In Battery 
park. The police are at a loss to account 
lor the valuables being found in such a 
strange place. 


Sevan Men Killed. 


HAMPTOH, 8. C., Jan. 18.—Seven ne- 


groes, who were working oa the railroad 
being butlt from Walteoow to Bhrhardts, 
were killed by the falling In of the roof ol 
their mud-covered shanty. 


Postofflce Robbed. 


WESTERLY, R. 1. Jan. 18.—The «afe In 


the postofBce at Narragansett Pier waa 
blown up with dynamite yesterday, and 
a large sum of money and several hun- 
dred dollars' worth of postage atampa ware 
taken. There is no clew to the robbera. 


NEW YOKE, Jan. 18.—The Armenian 


Belief ussociatlon are in. constant receipt 
of letters whose contents—dealing with al- 
leged Turkish atrocities—tho association 
consider are too horrible, to admit of gen- 
eral publication. A few of these letters 
wore given out yesterday, the names of tho 
writers being withheld, tho association be- 
liovinjt that their publication would bring 
Ewift destruction upon them by the Turk- 
ish government. Here are copies of the 
letters: 


BliZnooM. Nov 9.—It is almost impos- 


sible for ma to describe what I have seen 
and heard. It may be that the continental 
papers have written about it; but I do not 
think that they have been able to give 
any adequate Idea of the awful situation. 
In Gorum everything which diabolical in- 
genuity can devise has been done by the 
Turkish soldiers and bashi-bazouks. All 
the Armenian villages are in ashes, and 
the smoke which is arising from the 
ruined houses gives the appearance of a 
volcanic eruption. 


Along the road between Treblzond and 


Erzroom at every step bodies are lying. 
We are unable to leave our homes to bury 
the dead; nnablo to sleep. The whole city 
has taken on the aspect of a wild desert 
strewn with corpses. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of families are compelled to wander 
in raits; bogging for their living. The 
same fate has befallen a few Europeans. 


lieggan Description. 


CKSABEA, Nov. 30.—While the Arme- 


nians were engaged In their business as 
usual, the Turkish mob fell upon them, 
killing 600 defenseless men and wounding; 
1000 
more. The mob divided into fouB 


parts. The first plundered the stores, tho 
second looted tho houses, the third secuied 
the maidens and young brides, while thci 
fourth, fiends incarnate, attacked the pub' 
lie baths. 


These human devils have killed els 


naked women in the presence of thu j 
others, snatching their babies from their J 
arms and bayoneting the mothers. Thu 
shrieks and agonized cries of these post 
creatures made no impression upon tha 
minds of the savage Turks, who laughed 
at their death agonies. They then toolc 
gome of the young girls who were with 
their mothers at the bath and dragged 
them naked by their feet through th« 
streets, followed by a jeering and hoot- 
ing mob. 


The Turks who attacked and fired tha 


houses, afterward killed (he inmates. Tha 
cries of the womeu in their distress, min- 
gled with the hoarse shouts of the Turks, 
made a sound that can never be forgotten. 
Men ivho survived the sword were appre- 
hended, taken to the magistrate and 
searched, but no arms were found In their 
possession, not even a knife. 


When released and allowed to return to 


their homes they -were confronted by n 
most ghastly picture. Some found their 
wives dead, others horribly mutilated; 
daughters had been outraged and bleed- 
ing. My hands almost fail me to writo 
the awful particulars. It is impossible to 
describe it. It took three or four days to 
remove the bodies of the dead with 40 
carts. 


Add to this the want, the desolation.

Faghesh, 500 or 600' Armenians were gath- 
ered in an inn, and- the government sol- 
diers were called to conduct them to their 
homes, but instead, they were taken t;i 
the courtyard of the government building 
and a few of them only were set at liberty 
after signing the statement "that thu 
Turks are not guilty, as the Armenian1) 
made the first attack." The Turks gavt 
similar reasons for massacring the Ar- 
menians in the surrounding country.

Near Harpnot 11 villagas were com-' 


pelied to accept Mohammedanism, and 
also near Van the entire population ot ' 
two villages were forced to change then 
religion. Eight villages near Van hava 
been entirely depopulated, most of the in- 
habitants were killed, and those who 
survived escaped to the snow-covered 
mountains, where they now wander with 
their children, naked and starving. Thg 
men who were forced to accept Moham- 
medanism have been compelled to tak« 
their own sisters-in-law, whose hus- 
bands have been killed, to wife, a prac- 
tice most horrible to the Christians who 
hate polygamy. 
They are also compelled to plunder and 


kill their Armenian brethren to show thai 
their conversion to Mohammedanism is 
genuine. The young maidens of these Til- 
lages are carried into the pasha's harem 
The Kurds have attacked the same vil 
lages over and over to make their worl 
of destruction complete. The country hat 
been reduced to such absolute povertj 
that there is now no money In the treas 
ury. 


The Armenians are unable to pay taxe*. 


as they have no stores nor harvest fields 
The Kurds also decline to give their taxes, 
as they are all enlisted in the hamidieh. 
The government is unable to pay for th« 
transportation of the army, and the gov 
ernor of Van has not received his monthl) 
pay for six months. This is the prophecy 
of a still worse fate In store for us, for thi 
reason that tho government will insist 
upon it being raised, and as we cannot pa] 
we will be considered as rebellious and t 
massacre will follow.

WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Brings But Little Comfort to Those Moving Is 


the Business World. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Dun's weekly re- 


view of trade says: No branch of man- 
ufacture bus made progress, for all are un- 
avoidably waiting, both for settlement ol 
financial doubts and for a demand which 
does not yet appear. 


The situation could hardly be morn 


perplexing for business men. Practical 
merchants, manufacturers or bankers can 
have little sympathy for those who mini- 
mize their difficulties. 


There I i little hotter Inquiry for staples, 


with Indications that dealers' stocks are 
running low. The opening of fine and 
fancy woolens have brought no change in 
prices, and revisions caused by recent 
openings of worsteds hare been generally 
toward lower prices. 


None doubts that the government will 


raise money to meet obligations, but how 
far the money market will be disturbed ot 
tho treasury reserve first diminished nonu , 
can say. The business world cannot! 
know as yet how far foreign questions j 
may 
upset calculations, though them ; 


seems every reason to expect peaceful set- 
tleinent. 


It cannot know what may be the 


duties on any important class of Imports 
a month hence, whether imports are likely 
to exceed exports and draw away gold, 
whether the deficit of revenue will con- 
tinue or what other taxation will be levied. 
Failure of the senate thus far to take any 
action upon financial measures proposed 
by the president or those passed by thu 
house affects unfavorably all branches ot 
business. Under such adverse circum- 
stances it Is actually encouraging that 
shrinkage in transactions and resulting 
commercial disasters have not been greater.

But I 
am inspired with the knowledge that I 
have conscientiously <lin« my duty, both 
during the civil war ir •• un and during 
the past revolution in Ci:h<i. 


"I have been unf vinnate In many 


things, and have not l"?iv sustained in my 
command. 
\Vlieu I came to Habana 


from Matau7.as I so a*:ht to avoid a public 
appearance, but nil ^iw the reception ac- 
corded me, whicii I Und not requested, be- 
cause lam nn enemy of public demonstra- 
tions. Kevortbulcsi, for days after this 
certain poluici,HIS were continually writ- 
ing to Ma.U'id, requesting that I should 
be relieved. 


"In consequence, two days since, I called 


• conference of the political leaders to hear 
what they would say. I then informed 
the home government that owing to tha 
serious and critical situation, and actuated 
by serious and patriotic considerations, I 
should bo obliged to them for the courtesy 
of a relief from my command. My request 
having been granted, I am pipped to/ltf*! 
liver my command to General M.iriu, -J.*;i 
fident that he will do much to brlnj; 
peace."
